Elba City Council votes to purchase seven Crown Vic 
police cars from Enterprise for Elba Police Department

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday, March 8, the 
council approved a request 
from the police depart- 
ment that officials are 
hoping will cut down on 
the amount of time police 
cars are in the shop for 
mechanical repair. 

Mayor Tom Maddox 
said the 2013/2014 Dodge 
Chargers being used by 
the police department 
had been experiencing 
mechanical troubles since 
almost immediately after 
being purchased. Some of 
those vehicles recently had 
caused higher than normal 
repair bills from continued 
troubles. 

Police chief Leslie 
Hussey said the depart- 
ment currently still has five 
Dodge Chargers, and all but 
one had been a problem 
mechanically at one point 
or another. i 

Recently, however, 
Hussey said the depart- 
ment was made aware of 
an opportunity to purchase 
seven older Ford Crown 
Victoria’ police vehicles 
from the Enterprise Police 
Department. He said these 
vehicles are mostly 2009 
models, but they appear 
to be in better mechanical 
shape than the Chargers 
currently in use in Elba.

Department, if an inspection by the city’s mechanic confirms the Crown Vics are in good 
mechanical shape. The Chargers have experienced multiple mechanical issues and con- 
tinue to put the department in a bind. Elba Police Chief Leslie Hussey says he believes 
purchasing the used Crown Victoria cars from Enterprise would be an economical way to 
get the Elba department out of a jam by putting more reliable cars on the road. 


seven vehicles had less than 
100,000, and most of them 
are 2009 models. 

Hussey requested permis- 
sion to purchase the seven 
Crown Victoria cars from 
Enterprise to replace the 
Dodge Chargers. He said 
the city had budgeted this 
year for the police depart- 
ment to purchase two new 
police vehicles; however, he 
said he could purchase these 
seven this year instead and 
have less than the cost of 
one new vehicle invested 
[that includes the purchase 
and painting of the vehicles, 
along with adding Elba’s 
decals and changing over 
the equipment for the cars].

when Elba FD assistant 
chief Josh Mack noticed 
a small grass fire along 
Highway 125 near Mile 
Marker 3.

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Chief Hussey said. “I don’t 
see how we could go wrong. 
These are much more reli- 
able [than the Chargers]. I 
feel it is the most economi- 
cal and beneficial thing to 
do now in the situation we 
are currently in here.” 

By purchasing the seven 
used Crown Victoria cars, 
Hussey said the police 
department would pur- 
chase no new cars this fis- 
cal_ year, Instead, he said 
the department would 
plan to purchase three 
new cars next year with 
monies left over from this 
year’s budget plus monies 
to be budgeted next year. 
The department would 
begin replacing the Crown 
Victoria cars at that time. 

Mayor Maddox made 
a motion with a second 
from council member Jane 
Brunson to move forward 
with the purchase of the 
seven Ford Crown Victoria 
police cars from Enterprise, 
pending a good report for 
the city mechanic with him~ 
agreeing the vehicles are 
in good mechanical shape. 
The motion passed with no 
opposition. 

In other business pre- 
sented by the police chief 
to the council, Hussey 
noted a dispatcher had quit

He said the 
Alabama Department of 
Transportation currently 
had 10 slightly used motor 
graders for sale at $125,000 
each. He said that price is 
half the cost of what the 
county paid for new motor 
graders three years ago. 

Lentz asked for permis- 
sion to purchase one of the 
motor graders from ALDOT 
surplus. In order to cover 
the cost of this unbudgeted 
purchase, he further asked 
for permission to sale at 
auction two older model 
motor graders. He said he 
estimates the two older 
motor graders would gener- 
ate $60,000-$70,000 each 
at auction, and that would 
amply cover the cost of 
purchasing the new motor 
grader from ALDOT sur- 
plus. 

Commissioners approved 
this request. 

Also coming from the 
county engineer, commis- 
sioners approved three 
subdivision proposed plats. 
Lentz said all three were in 
compliance with the coun- 
ty’s subdivision require- 
ments. 

Approved plats were 
Bridlewood Manor Three — 
a major subdivision; Brick 
Haven — a minor subdivi- 
sion; and Long Straw -— a 
minor subdivision.

City clerk says DOT planning to put flashing stop

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday, March 8, city 
clerk Sally Bane reported 
that she and Mayor Tom 
Maddox had participated 
recently in a meeting with 
Alabama Department of 
Transportation [DOT] per- 
sonnel and got some clari- 
fication on some areas of 
concern regarding ongoing 
projects. 

She said DOT officials 
said they plan to change the 
stop signs at the four-way 
U.S. Highway 84 / Alabama 
Highway 87 intersection to 
‘flashing’ stop signs. She 
said they further planned 
to relocate some of the 
stop ahead signs to better 
locate and make them more 
noticeable. : 

“They are taking our con- 
cerns very seriously,” Bane 
said. “They are going to 
try this first, and they will 
continue to do traffic counts 
and keep a watchful eye on 
our areas of concern.” 

She said contractors had 
been in Elba working on the 
medians at the Carver Drive 
intersection and Subway/ 
Guns R’ Us entrance on 
the new Highway 84 bypass 
to make these spots more 
workable for motorists. 

Mayor Tom Maddox 
noted there had been a delay 
in getting this work done 
because it was a change in 
the original work order and 
had to be approved before 
the new design work could 
be completed. 

Bane noted the meeting 


with DOT officials revealed 
that not only would more 
lighting be placed at the 
Taylor Mill Road intersec- 
tion along the new Hwy. 84 
bypass, but also there would 
be more lighting added at 
the Smith Avenue intersec- 
tion and the intersection 
where Davis Street inter- 
sects Hwy. 84 [behind the 
National Security complex]. 

Also, the city clerk said 
the concern over lights not 
working on the new bypass 
had been noted by the con- 
tractor as well. She said 
the contractor said it had 
received a ‘bad batch’ of 
lights but is working with 
the company the lights were 
purchased from to correct 
this issue as well. 

“They assure us they are 
working to get this fix 
Bane said. 

In other departmental 
reports, the city clerk said 
the Elba Public Library 
had 713 visitors during the 
month of February. Also, 
she said the library staff 
gave out 30 Black History 
take-home packets and 25 
Valentine take-home pack- 
ets to children during the 
month. 

Bane reported that the 
Elba Senior Center had 
delivered 1,269 meals in 
February. Also, she said 60 
percent of the senior citizens 
participating in the center’s 
meal program had received 
both COVID-19 vaccine 
shots while 70 percent of 
the participating seniors had 
received the first vaccine 
shot with the second shot 
scheduled. 

As for the Elba Parks and 


Recreation Department, 
Bane said the rec depart- 
ment hosted a highly suc- 
cessful district basketball 
tournament. She said the 
tourney ran so smoothly that 
it actually finished ahead of 
the original schedule. 

Bane said youth softball 
and baseball practices are 
underway now, and the 
seasons area scheduled to 
begin the week after Easter. 

“We have had a great 
turnout [for baseball and 
softball] considering all 
circumstances and looking 
around at other leagues,” 
Bane said. “Our numbers 
are a little down compared 
to previous years, but we 
are still excited about our 
turnout.” 

She also noted that Adam 
Spicer had begun work with 
the recreation department as 
the new programs coordina- 
tor. 

Prior to adjourning, 
Mayor Maddox noted that 
he hoped all would mark 
their calendars for two 
upcoming events. He said 
the LBW Community 
College Ensemble would be 
performing in concert on 
the evening of Thursday, 
April 1, on the square in 
downtown Elba. The exact 
time for this concert is still 


pending. 
Also, Maddox © said 
the Southeast Alabama

HAVE YOU LOOKED IN THE MIRROR LATELY? 


Mirrors are a common part of everyday life; so much 
so that we seldom even think about them. A mirror simply 
reflects what can be seen. When you look in the mirror, 
you see yourself outwardly as others see you. A painting 
may embellish your features or even erase ten years of 
wrinkles, but the mirror does not lie...you are what you 
see. 

In his epistle, James presents an interesting analogy by 
comparing God’s Word to a mirror. He writes, “if any be 
a hearer of the word, and not a doer, he is like unto a man 
beholding his natural face in a glass: For he beholdeth 
himself, and goeth his way, and straightway forgetteth 
what manner of man he was.” (James 1:23-24) 

Warren Wiersbe points out that James mentions several 
mistakes people make as they look into God’s mirror: 

1. First, they merely glance at themselves. They do not 
carefully study themselves as they read the Word. Many 
sincere believers read a chapter of the Bible each day, but 
it is only a religious exercise and they fail to profit from 
it personally. Their conscience would bother them if they 
did not have their daily reading, when actually their con- 
science should bother them because they read the Word 
carelessly. A superficial reading of the Bible will never 
reveal our deepest needs. It is the difference between a 
photo and an X ray. 

2. They forget what they see. If they were looking deep- 
ly enough into their hearts, what they would see would be 
unforgettable! It would do us good to remember how saints 
in the Bible responded to the true knowledge of their own 
hearts: Isaiah cried, “Woe is me! for I am undone!” (Isaiah 
6:5) Peter cried, “Depart from me, for I am a sinful man, 
O Lord!” (Luke 5:8) Job, the most righteous man on earth 
in his day, confessed, “I abhor myself, and repent in dust 
and ashes” (Job 42:6). 

3. The third mistake: They fail to obey what the Word 
tells them to do. They think that hearing is the same as 
doing, and it is not. We Christians enjoy substituting read- 
ing for doing, or even talking for doing. (Wiersbe 2007) 

I would like to add a fourth mistake people make when 
looking into God’s mirror: They forget that God’s perspec- 
tive is much different than our own. When we reflect on 
our life, we may become discouraged by what we see. But 
remember to look with grace and mercy...like God does. 
No, we should never overlook disobedience, but we should 
also remember that without God’s grace none of us present 
a very good picture.

COVID-19 vaccination eligibility expands 
Monday, March 22, in State of Alabama 


Governor Kay Ivey and 
the Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
announced last Friday that 
starting Monday, March 22, 
ADPH will extend eligibil- 
ity for COVID-19 vaccina- 
tions to include people age 
55 and older, people with 
intellectual and develop- 
mental disabilities and the 
population defined as Allo- 
cation Phase Ic in the Ala- 
bama Vaccine Allocation 


Plan, www.alabamapubli- 
-gov/covid |9vac- 
-COVI ha 
tion~ ation- 
“We have been concerned 


that many people at high 
risk and others engaged in 
close contact work have 
not been eligible to receive 
the vaccine yet, but with 
the additional vaccine sup- 
ply we are better able to 
meet the needs of Alabama 
residents,” Governor Ivey 
said. “Starting March 22, 
individuals can be assured 
of receiving the shots they 
have been patiently waiting 
to get.” 


In addition to those age 55 
and older and people with 
intellectual and develop- 
mental disabilities, groups 
to be included for extended 
eligibility are people age 16 
to 64 with high-risk medical 
conditions which include 
but are not limited to the 
following conditions: 

* Cancer 

* Chronic kidney disease 

* COPD 

¢ Heart conditions such

Paralegal program staying online at ESCC 


Thanks to new guidelines 
from the American Bar As- 
sociation (ABA), the Para- 
legal program at Enterprise 
State Community College 
will remain an online pro- 
gram permanently. 

When ESCC closed its 
campuses in March 2020, 
classes for the Paralegal 
program, like others, were 
adapted to an online format 
that followed virtual class 
requirements set by the ABA 
in response to the pandemic. 

According to Paralegal 
Program Coordinator and 
Instructor Lydia Dillingham, 
students in the program 
’ “adapted extremely well” to 
the virtual environment. 

“While the students may 
have initially missed the 
personal interaction of the 
classroom, they neverthe- 


less adapted extremely 
well,” she said. “Faculty 
had to think outside the box, 


using technology to find in- 
novative ways to teach and 
connect with our students, 
which has hopefully helped 
them to embrace the online 
environment.” 

Recently, the ABA an- 
nounced new guideline up- 
dates that include changes to 
the format of classes offered 
virtually. In a fully online 
program, students must be 
required to take at least nine 
semester credits of legal 
courses through synchro- 
nous instruction. 

“Before the pandemic, the 
ABA restricted programs 
from offering all of their 
legal courses in an online 
format,” Dillingham said. 
“A certain percentage could 
be online but not all of them. 
These restrictions have now 
been lifted, and institutions 
can now offer all courses 
through digital online deliv- 
ery as long as three legally 
substantive courses [nine 
credit hours] are taught 


through what is called a syn- 
chronous format. 
“Synchronous online 


learning is instruction that 
includes real-time faculty- 
to-student and student-to- 
student interaction, which 
is about as close to face-to- 
face as you can get via dis- 
tance learning.” 

According to Dillingham, 
the ABA is the premier ac- 
creditation for paralegal pro- 
grams nationwide. ESCC’s 
Paralegal program, which 


" 


began in 1995, received ac- 
creditation from the ABA in 
2017 after a three-year ap- 
proval process. 

“There is no higher ac- 
crediting body for an institu- 
tion who offers a paralegal 
program than the American 
Bar Association,” she said. 
“The ABA is the same as- 
sociation that approves law 
schools for accreditation, 
so lawyers understand the 
scrutiny that schools must 
go through to receive this 
approval. JAG and gov- 
ermmental jobs in the legal 
field typically require a de- 
gree from an ABA approved 
institution, and many law 
firms prefer one.” 

ESCC is one of three Ala- 
bama community colleges 
that offer an ABA-accredit- 
ed Paralegal program. Four 
Alabama universities also 
offer accredited programs. 

Classes in the Paralegal 
program focus on a range of 
topics and essential skills, 
including various law spe- 
cialties, legal theory, legal 
research and the procedural 
aspects of the law. 

“It’s crucial that students 
understand the procedural 
rules of court regarding civil 
and criminal litigation,” 
Dillingham said. “Because 
they are allowed to assist in 
writing briefs, motions and 
other legally substantive 
documents, it’s important 
that our graduates also un- 
derstand the law and legal 
theory as well. It’s also criti- 
cal that they understand how 
to conduct electronic legal 
research.” 

Students also complete 

general studies courses and 
an internship as part of the 
program. 
According to Dillingham, 
the College’s Paralegal pro- 
gram has seen increased en- 
rollment while classes have 
been offered virtually. Busi- 
ness and Computer Science 
Division Chair Jennifer Nel- 
son credited the success of 
the program to Dillingham’s 
leadership. 

“Mrs. Dillingham has al- 
ways had a vision and unre- 
lenting passion to provide a 
superior educational experi- 
ence for the PRL program,” 
Nelson said. “She generates 
inspiration and motivation 
and leads her students to 
succeed and reach beyond 
their potential.” 


The transition to a perma- 
nently online program, Dill- 
ingham said, could allow 
the College to reach more 
students interested in work- 
ing in the legal field. 

“Currently we are the 
only institution in south- 
em Alabama that offers an 
ABA-accredited paralegal 
program,” she said. “The 
online program will not 
only benefit the college but 
will also open opportunities 
for potential students who 
would not have been able to 
commute to classes on cam- 
pus.”

*** The Elba Tigers saw their five-game winning 
streak come to an end at just the wrong time last week as 
they lost twice on Friday night to Zion Chapel, in a key 
area series.

The Lady Tigers shocked unbeaten G.W. Long as they had 
16 hits and owned a 9-4 lead before falling to a late rally, 
then gained some revenge over Daleville for a tournament 
loss last weekend as they collected 20 hits, including eight 
extra base hits, in a three-inning blowout. There is no 
doubt Elba has one of the best young pitchers in the state 
in eighth-grader Ayrika Caldwell, and if the Lady Tigers 
can keep the bats booming they will begin to pile up wins 

and get some notice. 

*** The high school baseball and softball seasons are 
just about half over, and I thought I’d take a look at how 
the teams in the area are doing. Over at New Brockton, 
the Gamecocks are the surprise team of the area for all 
the wrong reasons as they have found wins hard to find, 
while the Lady Gamecocks are also struggling more than 
expected and in Class 3A will have their hands full just 
to make the playoffs. Up at Zion Chapel, the Rebels have 
a solid baseball team and are building the foundation for 
even better things to come, while the Lady Rebels are 
finding life a little rough on the diamond and are finding 
wins few and far between. Down at Kinston, the Bulldogs 
have yet to put it all together and are more than a little 
disappointed, while the Lady Bulldogs are a little down 
from recent years and don’t seem to strike fear in their 
opponents. Over at Brantley, the Bulldogs are a solid 1A 
team and should have a shot at making a deep run in the 
playoffs, while the Lady Bulldogs are down a little and 
all of the sudden appear a little vulnerable.

*** The statewide website AL.com updated its list of 
the greatest 100 football players of all time that played in 
Alabama, and coming in at #45 was Elba’s own Ronald 
McKinnon. McKinnon was an All-State pick in 1990 for 
the Elba Tigers, was a three-time All-American pick at 
linebacker and played on three national championship 
teams at the University of North Alabama, won the 1995 
Harlon Hill Award that signified the best small college 
player in the nation, and despite going undrafted played 
for ten years in the NFL with Arizona and New Orleans, 
and in his ten-year career made over 1,000 tackles. The list 
was chosen to highlight players with the greatest careers, 
and includes 32 members of the College Hall of Fame, 15 
members of the NFL Hall of Fame, 5 members of both 
Hall of Fames, 7 Heisman Trophy winners, 8 NFL MYP’s, 
and 22 SEC Players of the Year. Not bad company for the 
former Elba Tiger! Oh yea, others on the list that you may 
have heard of include #1 Earl Hudson, #6 Cam Newton, 
#11 Joe Namath, #13 Bart Starr, #14 Ken Stabler, #16 Bo 
Jackson and #20 Leroy Jordan. 

*** In closing.... 1 guess it’s safe to say that Dak 
Prescott won’t be getting a stimulus check later this 
month. The Dallas Cowboy quarterback last week signed 
a four-year contract extension for $160 million, that 
included a $66 million signing bonus and includes $126 
million guaranteed money. Prescott has started a total. of 
69 games for the Cowboys in his career and led them to 
a 42-27 record, while passing for 17,634 yards and 106 
touchdowns, and has also rushed for 1,314 yards and 24
